fully grown when they. arrived

Senator ‘MeAdoo, in an effort 
to help the development of the 
Salinas Junior College, recently 
made of gift of 95 valuable books 
to the Jaysee library. 

These books were published by 
the United States government 
and contain valuable information 
in the many different phases of 
American education. 

The history and social science 
department has particularly 
benefited from. this gift. Among 
these books are a set containing 
the Congressional Record for the 
eventful years of F.. R. Roose- 
velt’s first term as president, 
from 1932 to 1936, and books on 
the annual report of the cele- 
brated. Historical Association: for 
the years 1921 to 1932. Besides 
the addition of new. books, the 
history. department received a 
big eight-foot. 1936. map. of the 
United States. This map shows 
all the states, townships in the 
states, territories, insular posses- 
sions, parks, monuments, Indian 
reservations, bird and game res- 
ervations, national forests, rail- 
roads, and canals in the United 
States. ° 


Yearbooks of the U. S. Depart-_ 


ment of Agriculture for the years 
1934 to 1937 tell many ‘of the new 
developments. in agricultural 
methods. Discovery of new ways 
to combat animal diseases is told 
in the two books on the diseases 
of cattle and the diseases of 
horses. These books should be a 
great aid to the future farmers 
of the school. ; 

Geology and physics depart- 
ments will be interested in the 
yearbooks on minerals for the 
years 1932 to 1937. - Reports of 
the Smithsonian Institute for 
the years 1933 to 1935 contain 
articles which should be of in- 
terest to any.student. interested 
in the development of science. 

Besides the generous contribu- 
tion of Senator McAdoo the Sa- 
linas Junior College has received 
a gift of a set of books on world 


history, called The Progress of 


Nations, from J. A: Armstrong, a 
former member of the school 
board.

Riese se iis We SIR 
Skating Backwards 

In skating backwards you do 
not lean so much forward, the 
reason being that in skating for- 
ward you have a tendency to fall 
backward, and in skating back- 
ward you have a tendency to 
fall forward. In_ learning to 
skate backwards, hold your feet 
directly opposite each other, 
about six inches apart, and twist 
your skates in and out in a series 
of semi-circles, keeping all the 
wheels flat on the floor. Use 
this method until you are able 
to make a fair speed, and you 
can keep your balance. 

After you have learned to 
skate backwards in this manner, 
then you learn to stroke. 

To learn the backward stroke 
is very similar to the forward 
stroke, only you are skating 
backwards. 

Waltz Skating 

As soon as backward skating 
has been mastered, one is ready 
to learn to waltz skate. But to 
become a good waltzer on skates, 
one must keep these four things 
in mind: momentum, poise, good 
balance, codence in time with 
music, and rhythm, graceful 
swaying. These come from prac- 
tice with proper. instruction 
which can be had at League’s 
Rollerdrome from floor. manager 
Art Arnarell. 

Now as to the essentials of 
waltzing.- They consist of the 
regular waltz steps based on the 
spread eagle. This spread eagle 
is the art of gracefully spreading 
your skates apart, with the. toes 
pointing outward and the heels 
close to one another, but not 
“To learn this thor- 
oughly, skate backwards as much 
as possible, and from the posi- 
tion spread eagle and turn to 
face the direction of motion.

CHEMISTRY 
“NOTES 


Advance students in chemistry 
are collecting hydrogen gas to 
determine its molecular weight. 
This is very interesting, because 
hydrogen gas is the lightest ele- 
ment known. However, the 
weights of the other elements 
are computed in comparison to 
the weight of oxygen, which is 
the most abundant of all the ele- 
ments.

In 1875 one of today’s favorite 
sports of  athletically-minded 
femmes, began to be played. 
landmark in the progress of the 
game was the formation of the 
Wimbledon Club in 1883. The 
members at first used a string 
ball and light ash sticks. Soon 
‘some more clubs came into be- 
ing in the London area and the 
game spread to the midlands. 
The real birthday of hockey, 
however, was January 18, 1886, 
the date of the formation of the 
Hockey Association, and the 
adeption of the striking circle. 
In 1896, the first county match 
was played, Surrey vs. Middle- 
sex, and from this game the 
question arose of a county quali- 
fication. It was this year. that 
the first divisional match was 
played, the North meeting the 
South at the Queens Club, and 
the south winning by six goals. 
The game is played by two 
teams of 11 players on a rectan- 
gular ground, 100 yards long and 
not more than 60 or less than 55 
yards wide, marked with white 
lines. The longer boundary lines 
are the side lines, the other the 
goal lines. In front of each goal 
line there isa white line four 
yards long, parallel to, and 15 
yards from the goal line. This 
is known as the striking circle. 
From small beginnings, hockey 
has become a popular game at 
high schools and universities. 
To be an adept the essentials are 
good eyes, strong wrists, fast 
footwork, and pace: control.
